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Keformed Episcopal Church. 

Ottawa, July 15.— The Reformed 
Episcopal Council mot at 1):3U o'clock. 

The report of tho Committee on tho 
Advancmenfc of the Church was taken 
up. 

Dr. Leacock withdrew his amend- 
ment, which was to tho offect that no 
bishop be elected. 

The motion of General Buckingham, 
that "One missionary bishop be 
elected,' was carried. 

Colonel Bennett moved that the 
Council proceed to the election of a 
missionary bishop. Carried. 

Tho vote resulted in tho election of 
Rev. S. Fallowes. 

On the motion of L. W. A. Ham- 
mer, a Committee consisting of Rev. 
J. D. J. N. Wilson, Rev. W. T. Sabino, 
and Mr. Lewis Caswoli was appointed 
to wait upon tho Bishop-elect and 
request his acceptance. The Com- 
mitee subsequently came in with the 
gentloman and represented that he 
had consented to express himself 
beforo tho Council. 

Dr. Fallowea then addressed tho Coun- 
cil. He referred to the fact that he was 
an Englishman jtliat in early life he had ac- 
quired a great love for the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. Ho then touched up- 
onjthe fact that the great part of his min- 
isterial life had been spent iu the Method- 
ist denomination, saying that before the 
Reformed Episcopal Church he had sketch 
ed out just such an organization, and had 
given it the very name which it had after- 
wards adoptod. When, therefore, ho was 
informed by telegraph of the action taken 
by Bishop Cummins Lo felt at once that 
this^was the Church and that it would 
succeed. At that time, however, he was 
•ngvged as President of tho Bloomington 
University and therefore would not unite 
himself with their fortunes until his term 
of engagement had expired. Ho spoke of 
his fidelity to tho Church, and closed by 
thanking them for the great honor they 
hadjdono him. 

Bishop Cheney in a few appropriate ro- 
marks expressed his satisfaction with the 
appointment. 

The Secretary read tho report of tho 
Sustoutation Committee, which gavo an 
account of expenditures, stating that also 
in September last they had received 83,- 
UOU from a friend to bo used in tho mis- 
sum word ill the States or South Carolina 
and Georgia. The lata Goorgo Curtis of 
Boston, had bequeathed $'25,000 by will, a 
quitea claim deed to Mr. Leadbeator to 
perfect tho title of a piece of property 
conveyed by Mr. Curtis. The Committee 
also proposed that tney be authorized to 
use a portion of tho Sustontation Fund 
for the benefit of tho widow of the lato 
Bishop Cummins. 

A paper from the Synod of Chicago iu 
reforenco to tho appointment of a Synod- 
ical Bishop, presented by Kev. Mr. Wil- 
son, was laid on the table for tho present. 

It was decided that tho next mooting of 
tho Council should bo hold in tho Secoud 
Keformed Episcopal Church, Philadel- 
phia. 

This evening Dean Cridge, M. A., of 
British Columbia, was consecrated Bishop 
of tho Pacific Coast, and Dr. Eallowes, of 
Chicago, Missionary Bishop. 

After tho Consecration Bishop Nichol- 
son, of Philadelphia, preached the ser- 
mon.

Beauty a»d Duty 

To the more eye, there is nothing 
ou this earth so beautiful as youth. 
To be young is to ho beautiful. The 
young plant or tree, or bird or animal, 
or the young human being of either 
soi, ia attractive" to most eyes, what- 
ever be the form or. 'colour or size. 
This is what everybody will at once 
acknowledge, -but itioquiree a -some- 
what deeper insight.to appreciate the 
real attractiveness ' of young, fresh 
minds and hearts. These are like 
flowers that open and wait for, the hap- 
py sunshine and the refreshing show- 
er. Thoy flourish, or they droop, ac- 
cording to the nutriment and help that 
are afforded them. There was a 
meeting of boys the other night at the 
Drill Shed, to help forward the work 
of the Dufferin Committee. A finer 
set of boys, judging by the eye, could 
not have boen assembled in any part 
of the Queen's dominions. No country 
in England could have furnished finer 
boys. Victoria hiay bo proud to have 
such boys amongst her population. 
They behaved very well in every re- 
spect. Thoy were orderly, prompt 
and intelligent in everthing they were 
asked to do. They elected their own 
officers of companies, and went 
through their simple drill without any 
fuss, and in a manner that might be a 
lesson to many pragmatical old gen- 
tlemen who undertake to manage pub- 
lic affairs within tho city on this side 
of JameB'Bay bridge. The meeting 
was a most interesting one, perhaps 
the most interesting that has over tak- 
en place in Victoria. But where was 
the sunshine, and where was the re- 
freshing rain of that encouragement 
and support from grown up men which 
have so good an effect on the young- 
sters ? Where were our officials, our 
clergy and our leading citizens? The 
Mayor, who was absent from the city, 
sent a message to the boys from him- 
self and the Councillors. With 
this exoeption, nobody gave a 
Bign of interest, and nobody was 
present, but a few of the parents and the 
militia officers who have kindly offered 
their services in drilling. This is not 
creditable to Victoria. People should go 
to such meetings. They woald return to 
their homes better men and better citi 
zens, after having seen the bright young 
faoes and heard tho glad young voices 
They should go to these meetings, and 
help and encourage the boys by their 
presence, and by word and deed. They 
should offer prizes for boys' games at the 
Beaoon Hill entertainment, and help tho 
aoniuiitteo generally in thoir efforts, at 
this particular time, to stamp a deep im- 
pression of loyalty and national feeling 
upon the minds of our young folks. Do 
people of station, or people of good for- 
tune amongst us, imagine that there are 
no social duties expected from them to 
tho community ? When children of six 
or seven years of age take their places in 
tho ranks, cannot men leave for an hour 
Or two their unsocial gossip, their carp- 
ing and their sneering, thoir rehearsal of 
old sermons, their whist, their supper of 
"crotchet pie," or their gabble about pol- 
itics, to meet the boys at tho Drill Shed ? 
Tho next meeting is to night at half-past 
We hope to see a largo attendance of men 
and women on that evening, and also on 
every other evening of drill, not as a mat- 
ter of patronage, which the boys would 
summarily reject— but as a matter of duty 
and respect from officials and citizons, to- 
words a youthful but very important por 
tion of our population. Some of these 
boys in a few years, will govern tho Pro- 
vince, and it i» well thoy should begin os 
noon as possible, to feel their weight in 
tho community, and some of tho simpler 
duties and responsibilities of citizenship 

The Last Somersault - 

Those who struggled with tho loading 
articlo which appeared in our local con- 
temporary's issue of yesterday must have 
conio to the conclusion, had they not 
known to tho contrary, that tho writor was 
surely gome other than tho editor of tho 
Standard during the year 1871, for in that 
year no abuse was sufficiently strong, no 
allusion sufficiently vulgar and no miss- 
atatement sufficiently falHe to bo poured 
on the head of ex-Governor Trutch by the 
gentlomen who then wielded tho mighty 
pen of our contemporary. But what will tho 
public think whon we tell them that tho 
editor of the Standard of 1871 is identi- 
cal with th<i writor in that journal yester- 
day who lavished suoh profuse adulation 
on our lato Lieut. -Governor? In 1871 tho 
honorable Mr. Trutoh was vulgarly desig- 
nated "Jo. W. Trutch." YoBterday ho was 
called "a statesman who will yet receive 
plaudits from an admiring posterity." 
In 1871 we woro told tho appointment of 
Mr. Trutch would "terminate in somo 
considerable degree of dissatisfaction," 
but now wo are assured that during office 
ho has proved "faithful and true to the 
Province." In 1871 tho Standard assorted 
that tho "anug little billet" of thoLiout, 
CtovornorBhip "would not bo allowed to 



pass out of his family," but tho turncoat 
of yesterday hints that Mr. Trutch's "un- 
faltering fidelity to tho Province'! 1 '/' has 
stood in tho way of his ro-appointmont. 
Our contemporary , oven goes on to say 
that its columns are not spaoioils enough 
to permit of full justice being douo to Mr. 
Trutch; But small as its columns may bo 
they were found largo enough in 1871 to 
contain literally yards of abuse against the 
self -same gentleman. Wo have compared 
tho articlo of yesterday — which we know 
will disgust no one more than Mr. Trutch 
himself— with the Standard's abuse of 
1871 because it is more thau probable that 
our contemporary will take refuge behind 
its previous statement that tho manage- 
ment of tho "ring" journal has been 
changed. But if it bo changed at all, 
the change is merely a distinction with- 
out a difference. The hand which 
ponnod the abuse of 1871 , wrote 
tho flattory of yesterday, and tho Standard 
five years ago was to all intents and pur - 
pooses under procisoly tho samo editorial 
management as it is to-day. Lot tho pub- 
lic judgo of this wondorf ul somersault as 
thoy think fit, but there can bo no doubt 
that tho turn-coat transaction comes with 
extraordinary bad grace even from tho 
Standard. If it would afford tho people 
any pleasuro to tender Mr. Trutch a com- 
plimentary banquet or entertainment on 
the close of his gubernatorial career we 
say by all means let a banquet bo given; 
but if the iniatory stop is to ho takon by 
tho Standard that alone will imbue Mr. 
Trutch with the idea that the compliment 
has a "snakoin tho grass" motive and that 
its complexion is anything but healthy. 
An open insult is frequently preforahle to 
B baok-handed compliment.

The will' of tho late Mr. James 
Baird, hf Cnmbusdoon, has been 
lodged in the Registry of Deeds, 
Edinburgh. Under it ho leaves 
estates in four counties in Scotland, 
and £1,359,000 of personal property, 
chiefly to his relations. Tho estato 
of Muirkirk, Ayrshire, goes to J. G. 
A. Baird, second son of the lato 
William Baird; the estate of Knoydard, 
Inverness-shire, extending to 00,000 
acres, descends th John Baird of Loch- 
wood, a younger son of the late Mr. 
Baird of Urio, and the brother of the 
deceased. Each of these hoirs also 
receives £200,000, subject to certain 
deductions. Tho third sou of the 
testator's brother William James 
Douglas Baird, also receives £200,000, 
while the fourth and fifth sons will be 
paid £100,000. Of the four daughters 
of his brother William, two are left 
£5, 000 each, and two £4,000 each; 
Alexander Baird, of Urie, a nephew, 
gets £00,000 in cash; a daughter of the 
late Mr. Baird, of Urie is left £3,000; 
Mr. Jackson, of Coatbridge a nephew, 
gets £20'000; the wifo of the deceased 
is left £2,000' of an annuity, and 
besider this the life rent of £130,000' 
while his two sisters are to have tho 
life-rent of £40,000 each; Mr. White- 
law, M.P.' received a legacy of £2,000 
"as a mark of sincere respect;" and 
the late Mr. Baird's namosako, a sou 
or Mr. Whitelaw, £5,000; Mr. 
William Weir, a trustee and nephew, 
also gets £2,000; and there are other 
legacies to frionds of a largo amounts 
By a codicil £20,000 is left to bo 
divided among charitable institutions; 
and £2,000 to bo shared among 
domestic and outdoor servants. The 
pictures, plate, and articles of vertu 
are entailed to Mr. Baird, of Elie 
along with Cambusdoon, tho life rent 
of which would bo enjoyed by his wife. 
Tho reversion of the £80,000, to bo 
life-rented by hie sisters will go to their 
respective families.

The Governor-General's Movements, 



HE LEAVES OTTAWA AND AR- 
RIVES AT CHICAGO. 

New Yokk, July 31.- A special to tho 
Now York World from Toronto, says Lord 
Dunerin loft Ottawa to-day, bound on a 
Bpeoiul visit to British Colunihia. The 
vice regal party on tlio occasion consists of 
His Excellency -und tlio Countess of Duf- 
ferin, Colonel Littleton, Oupt. Hamil- 
ton, Capt. Ward and private secretary. 
Private cars were attached to tlio regular 
train at Ottawa, where their Excellencies 
wore reooived and saluted ou their depar- 
^tnro by the Orovoi'nor-Gonorars Foot 
Guards, with music and colors llyiug, 
discbarges of artillery and hearty cheers. 
At the stations along the Grand Trunk 
road, loyal Canadians turned out to pay 
their respects to the most genial and ac- 
complished of viceroys and the first to 
visit the British population of tbo Pacific 
coast. British Columbia is enthusiastic- 
ally preparing to receive him, as he has to 
approach them across thousands of miles 
of United States teirritory. This fact 
alone will have somo tendency to urge 
forward the completion of that great Ca- 
nadian Pacific railroad enterprise, tho 
surveys of which have been pushed dur- 
ing the past few years, which is intended 
to link together with iron tho Eastern and 
"Western provinces, and to facilitate tho 
population of the Canadian Northwest. 
Indian troubles in our own West have al- 
ready rendered inquiry into tho stato of 
Canadian tribes highly judicious; and al- 
together this visit of the Govornor-Gon- 
oral promises to have a grout deal to do 
with questions of continental magni- 
tude and interest. Their Excellencies will 
stop one night in Chicago, one in Omaha, 
and possibly one in Ogden, ou their way 
to San Eraneiseo, whero they expect to 
arrive on tho 9th or 10th. They will go 
from San Francisco to Victoria in a Brit- 
ish man-of-war, tvhero, and also in tho in- 
terior of Britisli Columbia, and among 
tho wildest region of North America, thoir 
sojourn may bo replete with adventure 
and discovery, as well as with incidents 
of wide civic and social concern. 

Chicago, Aug. l.^Lord Dufferin, Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada, arrived hero at 
8 o'clock p. m. He visited the Adelphi 
Theatre during tho evening, and will 
leave for British Columbia to-morrow 
morning. Ho is accompanied by a numer- 
ous suito.

War with China- 
It would appear from tho nature of the 
iiowh contained iu tho dispatches^ just re- 
ceived at San Franoisoo from China, that 
it is by no moans improbable that hostili- 
ties may break out between England and 
China, and war bo deolarod. The British 
Commission sent to tho Provinco of Gon- 
nan to mako investigation regarding tho 
murder of Mr. Mingoy, it seems has prov- 
od a failure. Negotiations have boon bro- 
ken off with tho authorities at Pokin, Sir 
Thomas Wade, tho British Minister, hav- 
ingleft tho capital for Shanghai taking 
with him tho archives of tho legation, and 
there awaits tho rosults of action by tho 
British GovernmoDt. 

A very interesting debate upon Eng- 
land's unsatisfactory relations with Chiua 
took place in the House of Commons ou 
tho 27th of Juno, induced by a motion for 
enquiry from Mr. Richards, tho lion, 
rnembor for MorthyrTydvillo. This hon. 
mombor oudeavorod to show that Eng- 
land's prosont unsatisfactory relations 
with that country arose to a great oxtont 
from England's coercive policy in forcing 
upon China importation of opium from 
India, in face of the strong aversion 
shown to that traffic, and called for u re- 
vision of troaty stipulations. In opposi- 
tion to Mr. Richards it was contendod 
that tlio Chinese were addicted to tho use 
of opium, that thay would use it 
independent of its importation 
from India ; that in fact its 
oulture in China was connived at by the 
authorities, and with bribes received, ex- 
tensively carried ou. Under such cir- 
cumstances it would bo throwing a great 
onus upon the British Government to in- 
terfere with a tratlic that gave India a rev- 
enno of $8,000,000 a year, and nioro espe- 
cially as no suggestion had been thrown 
out to supply tho loss of that amount, It 
was further contended that in all the 
complaints from China as to present 
troaty stipulations the permission given to 
misiionaries to penotrato the interior fur- 
nishod moro ground of dissatisfaction 
than tho opium traffic; and if tho choice 
were offered the expulsion of tho mission- 
ary would bo preferrod to tho abolition of 
the opium trade. Evidently .England's 
present relations with China aro in a very 
precarious condition and hostilities may 
at any moment break out and war bo de- 
clared.

Hill. 

Mr. Humphreys mot his constituents at 
Cedar Hill School houso yesterday evon- 
ing. Tbo mooting was pretty well attend- 
ed, upwards of a hundred personB being 
present including a detachment from 
towu, amongst whomlwero tho Premier 
and Chief Commissioner of Land and 
Works, Messrs. Douglas, M. P. P, W. F. 
Tohuie, M.P.P., Hon. Mr. DeCosmos, M. 
P., His Worship the Mayor, Messrs. J. 
Fell, W. Wilson, C. Todd, Anderson and 
several others. Mr. J. DeanB having been 
elected chairman and Mr. Nicholson seo- 
crotary, tho meeting waa called to order 
about 8 o'clock aud business was com- 
menced. Mr. Humphroys went ovorprBt- 
ty much the same ground as in his 
speeches already reported at Saanich and 
olsewhero. Considerably moro life waa 
infused into tho affair in consequence 
of tho presonco of Dr. Tolmio and the 
Ministers; statements boing controverted 
ami douied point blank on both Bides.all of 
which will bo givon more fully to-mor- 
row. ' In concluding Dr. Tolmio, second- 
ed by Mr. Nicholson, moved a resolution 
to tbo effect that the motors of Victoria 
District should suspend their judgment 
until all parties concerned should havo 
hud a fuller hearing.

EUROPE. 

London Aug. L— In the Houbo of Com 
mons John O Conner Howdon, member 
for Co. Mayo, movod "that in tho opinion 
of this Houso, tlio timo has oome for 
pardouing the Fenians." Tho motion af- 
ter dobato was rejected by 101 to 57. ' 

London, Aug. 1. — A Vienna special to 
]Nenu gives report that Emperor of Bus 
siu has addressed tho TurkiBh Ambassa 
dor at St. Petersburg as follows: "The 
atrooitioB in Bulgaria have deprived Tur- 
key of tho sympathy of Europe — I shall 
act in a friendly way." A apeciol to tho 
political correspondence of Vienna from 
Yaru yesterday, states that Muhktar Pasha 
was slightly wounded iu tho last battle 
and withdrew from Bilek going in direc- 
tion of Trebiuje to await reinforcomonts. 
A detachmout of 1,000 Bashi Bazouka was 
attacked Monday at Bilek by Monteneg- 
rins whereupon Muhktar Pasha returned 
and an engagement followed, result of 
whiohis unknown jdisputch from Kauranju- 
raof August 1st announcos 5000 Turks de- 
foated insutgontB at Kamengnuiela after 3 
hours fighting, and fired villago of Ircoba 
aud ma83aored the inhabitants. 

CALIFOENIA. 
San Francisco, Aug. 2. — Tho scono at 
tho health office this morning resembled 
the panic on California street, when tho 
Bank of California suspended except in 
tho composition of the attending throng. 
Rooms devoted to tho business of the offi- 
cers wore packed with screaming children, 
tired and cross women and impatient men. 
The crowd stopped outside on tho side- 
walk and street, rendering access to the 
building difficult. Tho parallel might ba 
continued further as about now tho otlico 
suspended operations, tho run on tho es- 
tablishment having exhausted tbo supply 
of vaccine. Tho rush to-day exceodod all 
previous occasions. The United States 
GoTorumeut Booms to have caught the in- 
fection of alarm as tho Postuiustor this 
morning addressed a communication to 
the health officer declining to dolivor any 
moro letters at tho health oflico on account 
of exposing tho carriers to tho contagion. 
Seventeen cases and threo deaths wero re- 
ported yestorday and seven cases and 
throe deaths this morning.

London, July 24. — a. m. — The Telegraph 
says it ia stated that tho Duko of Marlbor- 
ough will succeed the Duko of Abercoru 
as Loid-Lioutouant of Ireland. 

— The Greek Govern- 
ment is preparing a protest for promulga- 
tion in tho ovont of tlio Porto attempting 
to fulfil its iutoution of establishing a 
colony of 70,000 Circassians near tho 
Greek frontier. 

London, July 24. — Morning.— Tho St. 
Petorburg Oaulois says that Sohuvuloff, 
tho Russian Ambassador to Great Britain, 
insists npon being recalled, as his posi- 
tion in London ia intolerable. 

London, July 28, — (1 a. m. — A News 
speoial says a blockade of tho ports of 
Dahomoy was declared on the Istof July. 
Tho British man-of-war Spiteful is Bta- 
tioned at Whydah, and the Ariel at Littlo 
Port. Tho vessels now in tho blookailod 
ports will bo allowud 30 days to load and 
dopart. It is not intendod to uttack Da- 
homey from the sea. An available force 
will go in boats to Nova, and theuoo to 
the oapital. 

London, July 28.— Tho Irish riflo toam 
•will sail in tho City of Berlin, August 24. 

London, July 31.— Under Secretary 
Lo«ther says ho is unaware of any inten- 
tion to attack Dahomey; blockade of its 
ports was declared July 1st. 

London, July 31. — Parliament will be 
prorogued about tbo 16th of August. 
Baron Wharnolill'o is said to accept tho 
Lord Lieutenancy of Ireland, tho Duke 
of Marlborough doclining. 



English Mail. 

At the Manchester police court a 
milk dealer was fmod for keeping his 
house opon for tbo sale of milk whilst 
n member of his family was suffering 
from smallpox. 

A public demonstration took place 
on July 3d, on Plumstead Common. 
Thousands of persons were present. 
Fences wore down down in 
all directions, and bonfires made of 
the materials. Altogether it was a 
most riotous and disorderly scone. A 
firo engine drove up amid great ex- 
citomcnt about ton o'clock, and the 
firemen wero hooted by the mob when 
they attempted to oxtinguiGh the flames, 
thoir cflbrtH being futile for want of 
water. A meeting of the inhabitants 
of Plumstead, convened by tho Com- 
mon Protection League, was hold tho 
previous Saturday, at which tlio ro- 
cent enoroaohnjeuts upon tho Common 
were protested against, and several 
foncos demolished. 

A special mooting of tho Birming- 
ham Liberal Association has been hold 
to consider tho duty of England in 
reference to the present position of 
affairs in tho East. On tho motion of 
tho chairman (Mr. J. S. Wright) it 
waa resolved that tho character of tho 
pfisultfl of Turkish rulo in Europe havo 
not been auoh as to justify further 
expenditure of British lives or treasuro 
in its behalf. A letter was road from 
Mr. Chamberlain, M. P., who ex 
pressed himsolf strongly in favor of 
tho policy of non-intervention on tho 
part of England in tho affairs of Tur- 
key. 

A Welsh fanner named Pugh has 
sought in tlio Chancery Division to sot 
asido an agreement ho had made to 
sell a farm to Sir Pry ho Pry ho, plead- 
ing that ho was in a state of intoxica- 
tion whon tho bargain wau mado, and 
that ho never intondod to part with 
his property on tho terms mado; but 
tho bill was dimniHHod with oosts.

A Monster Brewery, 

An English paper gives the follow- 
ing description of Messrs. Barclay & 
Perkin's well-known brewery: 

"On passing the portals of Barclay 
& Perkins, one enters a complete beer- 
word. There aro granaries, store- 
houses, malt-house, malt-kilns, hop 
store-houses, steam- engines and fur- 
naces; wells and pipes to supply the 
"liquor." Ho who utters tho word 
''wator" in Burclay-&-Perkius-]and is 
lined, not heavily, but inexorably. 
From tho lofty walls project mighty 
cranes ever at work hoisting in hops 
and barley; tho lattor being scarcoly 
allowed to rest boforo it is steeped, 
couched, floored and dried, for the 
groat firm at Banksido aro thoir own 
masters. In the great malt-bins lio 
stored somo 15,000 quarters of mate- 
rial for boor making. Before being 
put into tho mash tuns tho malt is 
roughly ground, and in these huge 
vessels is washed free from its saccha- 
rino matter, which drains gradually 
off, and is known as "wort," the 
washed out malt becoming "grains." 
Tho wort passes into tho "underbacks" 
and thence into tho coppers, whoro it 
is boiled with the hops, and then 
passes into the. coolers, where it 
reposes in great lakes and ponds. 
After being thoroughly cooled in tho 
refrigerators, tho "wort" flows into 
tho fermenting tuns, and there is con- 
verted into beer. It is then conducted 
"into the squares" — huge tanks where- 
in the yeast is cleared from it; and 
then comes the settling, a short period 
of vatting, and the beer is run into 
barrels filled with a hose pipe. Messrs. 
Barclay & Porkins have no vats of the 
size of that famous one which burst at 
Moux's, but they havo two of very 
respeotablo dimensions. These are 
porter vats, as big as the Heid- 
elberg tun, hold 3,450 barrels 
each, and are to the ordinary little 
fellows, holding a thousand barrels or 
so, as the great grandfather has fiddle 
is to the sleek violincello. Rolled 
quickly av/ay, and labelled "full to 
bung," the barrels find their way to 
tho various outlets of tho brewery, 
which covers some twelvo acros of 
ground, and are then piled onto tho 
vans and magnificent horses, with the 
sight of which every Londoner is so 
familiar. Nearly two hundred of these 
special animals are kept on tho ostab 
liflhment. They are shod at the homo 
farriery, and havo a house surgeon all 
to thomselves to watch their littlo ail- 
monts. Another interesting sight is 
tho cooperage, whero tho barrels are 
mado, repaired, cleansed and examin- 
ed. 

Columbia River Bau. — Tho survey of 
tho bar at tho mouth of tho Columbia 
river was mado iu May and June by 
Captain Josson and Mr. Tudor, by 
direction of Col. Wilson. Tho area 
soundod over was 30 square miles; 
4-18 miles wero run in making sound- 
ings; 2,384 angles wero observed and 
12,381 soundings wero made. The 
work has now been plotted. Tho 18 
foot curves at mean low water are 
5,000 feet apart, aud tho least depth 
in tho ship channol at this state is 20i 
feot. The tide rise is from six to nine 
feet. — "Oregoian."
